Urging 'Open' Play 


ADELAIDE, Australia (AP) 
— The four top tennis nations 
urged today that the Davis Cup 
be made an open competition as 
soon as can be feasibly ar­ 
ranged. 
The heads of tennis associa­ 
tions from the United States, 
Australia, Britain and France 
also took steps to eliminate con 
fusing categories among tourna­ 
ment players and make all ten­ 
nis competitors simply “ play­ 
ers.” 
This would knock out such de­ 
signations as “ registered play­ 
er,” “ tour professional” 
and 
“ teaching professional.” 
A formal statement was is 
sued by C.A. “ Big Bull” Ed­ 
wards after a series of talks 
with Robert Kelleher of Los An­ 
geles, president of U.S. associa­ 
tion, Derek Hardwicke of the 
British 
association 
and 
two 
French leaders, Bob Abdesse- 
lam and Philippe Chatrier. 
The group was not empow­ 
ered to take formal action but 
could merely express viewpoint 
However, since these four coun­ 
tries dominate the game, they 
carry tremendous weight. 
“ We made tremendous pro­ 
gress,” 
Kelleher 
said. 
“ We 
hammered over many points 
concerning the Davis Cup and 
the relationship between the pro 
promoters and the amateur as- 
socations. Everyone seemed in 


complete agreement.” 
Kelleher said he did not know 
how soon the Davis Cup could 
be converted into open competi­ 
tion, letting pros compete.

NEW YORK (J*»—First dance 
fever grips lots of young people 
early in the school year.

After Time came Architectur­ 
al Forum; The March of Time 
(radio), The March of Time 
(film); Fortune, the plush mag­ 
azine of the business and finan­ 
cial world, then Life, the weekly 
pictorial. 
There 
are 
myriad 
details 
about Time’s early struggles to 
reach a market; 
about For­ 
tune’s place in the business 
world-—some readers will have 
forgotten that Archibald Mac- 
Leish was a principal contribu­ 
tor; about the early days of 
Life, when it was a smashing 
success in circulation, but a fi­ 
nancial drain on its fellow pub­ 
lications. 
This history is an authorized 
version, in the sense that it was 
prepared with full access to the 
organization’s files. Yet it is 
candid enough to describe the 
often chaotic circumstances in 
which these publications came 
to life and were operated; the 
internal squabbles and the in­ 
tramural tensions, and the pub­ 
lic criticisms which arose from 
their editorial viewpoints. 
This story is a bit too special­ 
ized to appeal to the casual 
reader. But anyone interested in 
journalism and business man­ 
agement will find a wealth of 
information here about an enter­ 
prise which is a m ajor element 
in modem communications.

Jumbo Jets 
May Come to 
Ontario Field 


LOS ANGELES — Work has been suspended on 
the Ontario International Airport master plan as 
new airport design standards are expected to make 
the plan obsolete even before it is completed. 
The Los Angeles Airport Commission voted Fri­ 
day to suspend work on the 8S-per-cent complete 
master plan after airport officials advised that the 
Federal Aviation Administration is expected to issue 
new airport design requirements geared for the 
jumbo jetliners scheduled for use. 
The commission authorized payment of $43,775 
to Wilsey and Ham of Arcadia for work accom­ 
plished during the past year on the Ontario airport 
plan. 
The new runway and building requirements are 
expected to be announced by the FCC in coming 
months before the Ontario plan could be implement­ 
ed, officials said. 
Clifton A. Moore, general manager of the De­ 
partment of Airports, said attempts will be made 
to convince the FAA to exempt the Ontario airport 
from the new design standards. 
He said the nearly completed plan would be 
filed with the FAA and the situation reviewed in 
the first week of February. 


Nixon Confers 
With Aides 


KEY BISCAYNE, Fla. (AP) — President-elect 
Nixon and seven top advisers conferred today on 
the foreign policy decisions that must be made dur­ 
ing the first 90 days of the new administration. 
Nixon said the meeting — held on the screened 
rear porch of his Key Biscayne home — was the 
most important of its kind since his election. 
“This is the first general meeting when all of 
these men get a chance to know each other, to see 
their different views out on the table,” the presi­ 
dent-elect told newsmen. 
He said the session would cover a re-examina­ 
tion “of American commitments around the world.” 
including discussion of Vietnam, the Mideast, and 
other trouble spots. 
Nixon said the session was the first meeting 
of the key members who will serve on the National 
Security Council in his administration. 
Chatting with reporters on the back lawn, beside 
Biscayne Bay, Nixon said he had spent hours in 
front of a television set watching reports on the 
Apollo 8 moon mission. 
“The Apollo really beats the late show.” he said.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — A golden simian named 
Jerry roamed West Hollywood for five hours and, 
apparently tired and lonely, jumped at the chance 
of capture. 
An attendant at Doctors’ Hospital spotted the 
three-foot ape in the hospital parking lot late Fri­ 
day. “ When I saw he was alone, I went over and 
took custody,” said John Hunt, 41. “ He leaped on 
me and embraced me.” 
The ape's owner, Eric Marandola, told police his 
pet from Thailand unfastened a latch on his cage 
a few blocks from where the ape was found.

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Heading for Belated Christmas 
Astronauts in Great Shape 


ABOARD 
USS 
YORKTOWN 
(AP) — The Apollo 8 astronauts 
continue 
physical 
debriefings 
aboard this carrier today before 
flying to the United States and a 
belated Christmas with their 
families. 


“They’re in great shape,” re­ 
ported Dr. Clarence A. Jerni- 
gan, a space agency physician 
aboard the carrier. 


Jernigan said Air Force Col. 
Frank 
Borman, 
Navy 
Capt. 
James A. Lovell Jr. and Air 
Force Maj. William A. Anders 
seemed to be in better condition 
than many astronauts who re­ 
turned from earth orbital mis­ 
sions. 


“They look great and are 
looking better all the time, com­ 


pletely alert and very happy,” 
Jernigan commented after the 
astronauts completed an exten­ 
sive five-hour examination fol­ 
lowing their 
pinpoint 
splash­ 
down in the Pacific Ocean Fri­ 
day. 


The astronauts had been in 
space for six days, three hours, 
during which they soared out­ 
ward toward the moon for 69 
hours, circled it for 20 hours, 
then made a 58-hour run back to 
their home planet. 


They landed in darkness with­ 
in three miles of this carrier 
and were quickly retrieved by 
helicopter. The landing point 
was 1,043 miles southwest of Ha­ 
waii. 


Borman, Lovell and Anders 


planned to fly off the carrier 
about 2 p.m. PST today, head­ 
ing for Hickam Air Force Base, 
Hawaii, where they are to trans­ 
fer to a C141 transport plane for 
a flight to Ellington Air Force 
Base, Tex., near their Houston 
homes. 
They are to arrive at Elling­ 
ton at 3 a.m. Sunday, where 
their families will be waiting to 
welcome them. 
After a late Christmas cele­ 
bration, the astronauts will be­ 
gin nine days of intensive de­ 
briefings in which experts will 
question them about all aspects 
of the flight, from the perform­ 
ance on the Saturn 5 rocket that 
fired them away from earth, to 
their views of the lunar surface 
and the performance of their 


spaceship. 


They’ve already described the 
moon as being a colorless, deso­ 
late spot, highlighted by boul­ 
der-strewn 
plateaus, 
crater- 
pocked plains and rugged moun­ 
tains. 


But preliminary analysis of 
what they saw and learned has 
strengthened America’s desire’ 
to land men on the moon next 
year. The astronauts reported 
they had no trouble detecting 
land 
features 
or 
navigating 
around the moon, and they said 
a spot picked as a likely landing 
zone “is a very good one in­ 
deed.” 


Space officials at Houston told 
a news conference that they 
were optimistic that the Apollo 8 
flight would lead the way to lu­ 


nar landings, large space sta­ 
tions and trips to the planets. 
The Apollo 9 flight, scheduled 
Feb. 28, will be an earth orbit 
mission with the main goal of 
testing the Lunar Module, the 
space taxi which is to drop two 
astronauts to the lunary surface 
while the third orbits in the 
main Apollo ship. 
Apollo 10 is to follow in May. 
It presently is planned as a 
moon orbit flight in which two 
astronauts will fly as close as 
50,000 miles of the surface in a 
lunar module. 
If there are no problems on 
these two flights, Apollo 11 prob­ 
ably will attempt a moon land­ 
ing next July or August. The 
crew for that flight will 
named in January.

Heroes Arrive Home Sunday 
Families Await Astronauts 
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SPACE 
CENTER. 
Houston 
(AP) — For the world the fan­ 
tastic moon saga of Apollo 8 
ended Friday w i t h the 8 ship’s 
Pacific Ocean splashdown. For 
the families of the three astro­ 
nauts it won’t end until 5 a.m. 
EST Sunday. 
That’s when planes will return 
Air Force Col. Frank Borman, 
Navy Capt. James A. Lovell Jr., 
and Air Force Maj. William A. 
Anders to Ellington Air Force 
Base near the Manned Space­ 
craft Center in Houston. 
“ Frank’s coming home,” said 
Mrs. Borman Friday. “That’s 
all that we’re looking for." 
In the crush of well-wishers 
that jammed thetr homes, the 
three wives still found time for 
private conversation with their 
husbands over special space 
agency telephones installed in 
each home. 
“ It was just great,” said Val­ 
erie Anders, of her talk with her 
husband aboard the USS York- 
town. 
Borman will find the youngest 
Of his two teen-aged suns with a 


broken left hand. No one would 
say how it got broken. 
And Anders' 4-year-old 
son 
Eric-—the youngest of five chil­ 
dren—was in bed with 102-de­ 
gree temperature, but was al­ 
lowed to come into the living 
room to watch the splashdown 
on television. 
A Mass at the Anders home 
after splashdown was recited by 
the Rev. Dennis Berry, a family 
friend from La Mesa, Calif., the 
astronaut’s 
hometown. 
Mrs. 
Lovell went to Communion ear­ 
ly the morning of splashdown 
and 
Mrs. 
Borman’s 
minister 
was in the Borman house at that 
anxiety-filled time. 
This Christmas, 
which she 
spent 
without 
her 
husband, 
meant to her “the reality that 
we can get along together and 
have a deep and abiding faith in 
each other,” Mrs. Borman said. 
She said she thought the flight 
would bring the world closer. 
“This is our hope.” she said. 
“This was their message to the 
world—we’ve got to get togeth­ 
er.” 


Mrs. Anders said, “ I really 
fee! this peace on earth, good 
will toward men coming this far 
from a lot of people—not only 
from friends, but from friends 
of friends. 
“ I feel very humble, very full 
of gratitude.” 
And Mrs. Lovell said no word 
in the dictionary can describe 
how she felt. 
“ I am so proud of my country 
that enabled my husband to car­ 
ry out this mission. It’s incredi­ 
ble to believe he’s been there 
(the moon)” she said. “ I can't 
wait to see the pictures when he 
gets back. It’s just been fantas­ 
tic.” 
One of the first to telephone 
his congratulations to the fami­ 
lies was President Johnson. 
“ We are so proud of your hus­ 
bands and so thankful they are 
buck,” the President said. “This 
has achieved so much for your 
country throughout the world. I 
know that nobody is as proud as 
you three girls who did so much 
to bring it about.” 
Nobody was. 


SAIGON (AP) - The Viet 
Cong today broadcast a new of- 
,fer to meet with U.S. represent­ 
atives on New Year’s Day to ne­ 
gotiate 
the 
release of three 
American prisoners of war. It 
came only hours after an allied 
announcement that there will be 
no cease-fire Jan. 1. 


A similar meeting Christmas 
Day broke down when U.S. rep­ 
resentatives charged the Viet 
Cong tried to lure them into a 
“propaganda circus.” 


A U.S. spokesman said today 
he had no immediate comment 
on the new offer, broadcast by 
the Viet Cong’s Liberation Ra­ 
dio. 
But 
on 
Friday another 
spokesman had said the United 
States is willing to “go any­ 
where, any time” to negotiate 
the release of the prisoners. 
The 
prisoners are Spec. 
4 
James W. Brigham of Ocala, 
Fla.; Spec. 4 Thomas N. Jones, 
Lynnville, Ind., and Pfc. Donald 
C. Smith, Akron, Pa. 
The Christmas Day meeting, 
held during a 24-hour holiday 
truce, broke down over Viet 
Cong demands that the Ameri­ 
can delegation discuss “formali­ 
ties” prior to talks about freeing 
the prisoners. The U.S. team of 
five Army officers said it want­ 
ed to discuss only the date, time 
and place for the prisoner re­ 
lease. 
The five Viet Cong represent­ 
atives said the prisoners were 
not available and they had no 
authority in that regard. Instead 
they invited the U.S. delegates 
to sit down with them at a table 
and partake of refreshments. 
Earlier today U.S. and South 
Vietnamese 
spokesmen 
an­ 
nounced they will not observe a 
cease-fire on New Year’s Day 
because of more than 140 enemy 
violations 
of 
the 
Christmas 
truce. New Year truces had 
been observed the past 
two 
years. 
The Viet Cong broadcast pro­ 
posed the meeting be held at the 
same paddyfield site as the 
Christmas 
meeting, 
50 miles 
northwest of Saigon near the 
Cambodian border. 


It demanded that American 
and South Vietnamese forces 
halt all military operations near 
the meeting site and also re­ 
spect the 72-hour New Year’s 
cease-fire called by the Viet 
Cong’s 
National 
Liberation 
Front. 
A spokesman for the U.S. Mis­ 
sion in Saigon said: “ I’d prefer 
not to comment until we’ve 
studied the text.” He said Wash­ 
ington authorities would want to 
study some aspects of the pro­ 
posed cease-fire before reaching 
a decision. 
The Viet Cong broadcast said 
the NLF “appeals to all U.S. pa­ 
cifist organizations to cooperate 
in the release of the U.S. prison­ 
ers, to create all proper condi­ 
tions so they can soon be reunit­ 
ed with their families.” 
Military spokesmen s a i d 17 
persons were killed during the 
24 - hour Christmas cease-fire- 
two U. S. soldiers, two civilians 
and 13 South Vietnamese troops 
—and 71 persons were wounded. 
Fierce, close - quarter fighting 
was reported on the approaches 
to South Vietnam’s two largest 
cities, and the U. S. Command 
announced it has closed Camp 
Carroll, a major artillery base 
100 miles north of Da Nang. 
Allied forces claimed killing 
236 enemy in four battles Friday 
along the approaches to Saigon 
and 
South 
Vietnam’s 
second 
largest city, Da Nang. U. S. loss­ 
es 
were 
two killed 
and 27 
wounded, 
while 
government 
losses were 27 killed and 66 
wounded. 


Runway 
Missed 
In Fog 


CHICAGO (AP) - A North 
Central Airlines 
twin - engine 
plane attempting to land at 
mist-covered 
O’Hare 
Interna­ 
tional 
Airport 
Friday 
night 
slammed into a h a n g a r and 
burst into flames. 
North Central officials and the 
Cook 
County coroner’s office 
said 26 persons were killed and 
19 were injured. The Convair 
580 carried a crew of four and 
41 passengers, one of whom was 
an off-duty North Central pilot. 
Eight boys, members of a 
drum and bugle team which had 
just ended a practice session in 
the empty hangar, were among 
the 27 persons admitted to hos­ 
pitals. 
The crackup occurred when 
the plane apparently missed a 
runway in the fog and drizzle 
which 
shrouded 
O’Hare, the 
world’s busiest airport. 
The plane, Flight 458 which 
originated in Minneapolis, may 
have had an extra passenger. A 
North Central spokesman said 
that an off-duty pilot may have 
been riding in a jump seat be­ 
hind the pilot. This would make 
a total of 46 aboard the plane. 
Smoke Inhalation 
Spokesmen for two hospitals 
near O’Hare said many of the 
injured persons suffered smoke 
inhalation. 
The pilot, Capt. Marvin A. 
Payne of Lakeland, Minn.; the 
first officer, Gerald R. Levalley 
of Bloomington, Minn., and the 
flight officer, 
Richard W. M. 
Kargel 
of 
Burnsville, 
Minn., 
were killed. 
The 
stewardess,

Krochek of Minneapolis, was in­ 
jured. 
The fatalities were the first in 
North Central’s 20 - year histo­ 
ry.

Council 
Overrules 
Planners 


A planning commission denial of a request for 
a change of zone for an automobile agency on 
Indian Hill Boulevard has been overruled by the 


City Council.

Mayor Richard Brownell was critical of the com­ 
mission action and suggested that in the future the 
council lean more on the professional planning stall 
members. 
. 
By a unanimous vote, the council approved a 
zone change from R-l-700 (single family res.dent.al) 
to C-3 (general commercial). The commission hau 
voted 5-0 for denial of the request. 
Brownell said the zone change was needed for 
the relocation and expansion of the W. R. Shade!f 
automobile dealership. 
The city can “reasonably expect’ 
S600,000 in 
sales tax from the move to the 1900 block of Indian 
Hill, he said. 
After learning of the commission action, the 
mayor had asked for an emergency council session 
but this was later canceled. 
When the matter was brought up at this week s 
council meeting, the mayor reminded the council of 
the annual subsidy the city provides the chamber 
of commerce for industrial development “and yet 
here one of our own departments is making it diffi­ 
cult for one of our own tenants." 
The mayor continued, “Then they (the planning 
commission) have the temerity to suggest we can 
only overturn their decisions by a four-fifths vote. 
The four-fifths requirement has been suggested 
in administrative studies. 
Members of the commission, said the mayor, 
“are far removed from our particular line of 
reasoning and thinking. 
The commission listed six reasons for* its recom­ 
mendation. It said: 
General commercial is contrary to the master
